The Progress of Temperance In Kng-

In his new lecture, prepared since 


his return from England and first deliv- 
ered Monday night in New York City, 
Mr. John B. Gough aays : 


"After a lapse of twenty years I 


found things greatly changed in Eng- 
land. When I went to Oxford at that 
time a total abstainer could not be found 
who was willing to preside at my meet- 
ing, and one had to be brought from 
London. This year there was no such 
difficulty, and instead of being met with 
hisses and jeeis, as on my first visit, I 
was well received. 
But 
why the 


change ?" said Mr. Gough dramatically. 
"The people have been frightened into 
it. It has been truly said that the 
workingman often goes into the public 
house a respectable man, and comes out 
a felon. The people know this, and 
they are afraid. 
In England there are 


two pledges—the total abstinence and 
the moderation pledge. In this coun- 
try there it alto a moderation society. 
Now we have no quarrel with the mod- 
erate drinkers, and will not say one word 
against them. But there are some men 
who can drink moderately, and others 
who cannot do so. It is like the negro 
who needed shoes, and saw an expensive 
pair in a shop that he liked very much. 
He made a compromise with his con- 
science, and, instead of stealing the 
better shoes, took a cheaper pair from 
the ahelf. I believe prevention is bet- 
ter than cure."

CINCINNATI, 0, Dec. 11.—Since an 


early hour this morning the streets have 
been alive with people, many with 
sachels, and looking as if they had 
walked in or slept out all night.to catch 
the first glimpse of Grant this morning. 
The day broke cloudy but without rain. 
The city seemed transformed during the 
night, and now handsome decorations 
cover the most of the buildings any- 
where near the line of the procession. 
Before 12 30 all the streets leading to 
the public landing were black with spec- 
tators. At 9:23 General Grant and the 
special train left Louisville,and at 12:35 
the booming cannon, shrieking whistles, 
clanging bells and ringing cheers an- 
nounced that they had arrived. 
The 


special train ran into the city to the 
public landing, where Gen. Grant and 
party alighted in front of the grand tri- 
umphal arch and gateway bearing the 
words: "The Gates of Our City Open 
to Gen. U. S. Grant," Here Hon. Ben- 
jamin Eggleston received the party, 
making a speech o£ welcome, to which 
General Grant appropriately responded. 


Gen. Grant's party then took its place 


in the procession, which was formed 
with the right resting on Broadway. 


The procession moved on Broadway 


north to Fourth, west to Main, north to 
Fifth, west to Walnut, south to Fourth, 
weet to Central avenue, north to Sev- 
enth, east to Elm, north to south side 
ot Eighth, east to Vine, north to Fif- 
teenth, west to Elm and south to Music 
Hall. These streets were crowded, and 
Grant's appearance at every point was 
the signal for great enthusiam and 
cheering. 


Mrs. Grant was received by a com- 


mittee of ladies, anil went direct to the 
Gibson House. 


At the Music Hall the decorations 


consist of the tasteful arrangement of 
palms and ferns in great variety, and a 
mammoth flag festooned across the east 
end with the word "Welcome" in large 
letters. He (Grant) was accompanied 
to the stage by the reception committee. 
The public wore admitted on cards lib- 
erally distributed, ladies and their es 
corts having sole occupation of the bal- 
conies. Immediately after his entrance 
to the stage, Mayor Jacob addressed 
General Grant as follows : 


The citizens of Cincinnati bid welcome 


to you, her distinguished guest. Her cit- 
izens feel proud to have one in their midst 
who has rendered great and valuable ser- 
vice to our countiy when'.civil war threat- 
ened to destroy it, and who, when peace 
was restored, at the helm of sUtc,enforc- 
ed such measures th it all oiti/ensof the 
country could cnioy the tiuils, of the war. 
Fellow citi/.ens, we cannot honor our 
guest too mucb.for he has ever \ieen icady 
to respond when his country require d his 
seivices, cither in peace or n ir and he 
hasbecu recognized and received by all 
people and all countries as a must worthy 
representative of the American KepuMic 
Make his stay in our midst a plensantone, 
so that he may ever remember his visit to 
our city—the Queeu City of the Wot— 
with gratitude. General Giant, in behalf 
of the city of Cincinnati, I heartily wel- 
come you.

Grant replied, expressing hia 


gratification at being received ty the 
people of his native state, and heartily 
thanked them for their cordial welcome. 


A public reception then took place. 
The banquet to-night at the Grand 


Hotel was one of the most brilliant in 
the history of the city. Seated on the 
right ol Gen. Grant was Gov. Bishop, 
then Hon. W. S. Groesbeck, Hon. S. F. 
Hunt, Hon. A. F. Perry, J. Edwin 
Spear, Bishop Jaggar, Murat Ilalsted, 
David Sinton. Next to Gen. Grant on 
the left was Hon. A. Taft, then Mayor 
Jacob, Gen. Tyner, Richard Smith, 
Judge Force and others. 
Alphonso 


Taft, as president of the feast, intro- 
duced the orator with a brief and fit- 
ting speech. Toasts followed. At 8 
o'clock in the morning Gen. Grant will 
receive the ministers in the city and 
the secretary of the ex-army and navy 
officers. 
He will then, at 11 o'clock, 


leave by special train for Columbus. 
The reception to Mrs. Grant, at the 
residence of Washingto McLean was a 
brilliant affair, beginning at 4 and con- 
tinuing until 7 o'clock. 


NEW ITORK, Dec. 11.— A corres- 


pondent of the liilune has had a talk 
with Gambetta on the pplicies and af- 
fairs in France. Among other things 
Gambetta says that a part of the edu- 
cational fund next year will be spent 
in providing a national system of edu- 
cation for girls, and that the tax of ev- 
ery sort on wine will be reduced in^the 
interest of the working classes.

WASHINGTON, Deo. 11.—Great in- 


dignation is expressed in army circles 
at the interpretation of the War De- 
partment of the act of Congress restor- 
ing Col. Hallcr to the rolls of the army 
and his assignment to the command of 
the 23d infantry. The dismissal of this 
officer for alleged disloyalty has always 
occasioned much feeling, and it was 
understood when the question of his 
restoration was before Congress that 
the object of such action was not with 
a view to his assignment to command, 
but to vindicate his record and to place 
him on the retired list.
